More About the Treatment 
Of Arthritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


In many cases of arthritis where the patient 


has developed a severe intestinal toxemia 
caused by an abnormal condition of the intes- 
tine due to prolapsus, adhesions, kinks or to 
Spastic contraction, it will be necessary to secure 
special corrective treatment to return the in- 


testine to normal, before any 


lasting improvement can be 
brought about. 
Proper manipulative 


treatment must be given over 
the abdomen together with 
Suitable physio-therapy treat- 
ment to accomplish the de- 


The poisoning from the colon 
is thereby overcome and the 
way paved for eventual recovery from the 
arthritis. This treatment removes one of the 
main causes of arthritis which is a toxemia 
affecting the whole body and with this cause 
removed, the joints are placed in a condition 
favorable to healing, 


Three extremely valuable adjuncts in the 
treatment of arthritis are heat, massage and 
exercise. Heat generally gives considerable 
relief from the ache and makes the patient more 
comfortable. Any kind of heat may be used, 
whether deep therapy lamp treatments, dia- 
thermy treatments, the hot water bottle, the 
electric pad, hot applications over the Spine and 
abdomen, or even a hot flatiron, Even the plain 
hot bath is good. It is well known that the pa- 
tient with arthritis suffers most when cold and 
heat will therefore relieve the pain. The heat 
assists the patient to relax and increases the 
circulation by bringing the blood to the s'tin 

Massage is another excellent aid, however, 
it should be given by a masseur who thoroughly 
understands how it is to be given. Massage 
over the sore joints must be avoided but mas- 
Sage may be used over the rest of the body. At 
first the massage should consist of gentle strokes 
and a heavier treatment can be given later 
Massage helps to prevent wastin of the 
muscles, and has in addition a soothing effect. 

Exercise used at the right time in the treat- 
ment of arthritis does much to prevent perm- 
anent deformity. In the beginning, exercise 
must be confined to tensing of the muscles and 
breathing exercises taken in bed, with the pa- 
tient being careful not to exercise the sore 
joints. As he improves further, the exercise 
must be gradually made more genera] and when 
corrective exercise is used in the later stages of 
treatment, it affords one of the best means of 
restoring the use the joints and muscles. 
Over-exercise is h ful but proper exercise is 
of a great value. 

The mental attitude of the patient plays a 
big part in bringing about eventual reco 
and the patient must remain cheerful and h 
ful. He must keep figt 1g for a cure a 
mild cases where the patient gives up early I 
have seen no improvement while in 
severe cases where the patient kept trying,
